DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3, 5 and 1 6-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record failed to anticipate or render obvious the following limitations as claimed. 

The prior art teaches a combine copy function in which a plurality documents 
read by an image reading device are combined and formed on one recording sheet. 

The prior arts fail to teach a process of forming a combined image, and then from 
the formed combined image selecting one or more images among the resulting 
combined images for further processing as claimed below: 

a data reading unit reads the plural pieces of image data, which indicate the 
respective images are supplied from a data supply unit of the first image forming 
member on which the combined image has been formed . 

the selecting unit receives an operation to select at least one of the plural pieces 
of image data read by the data reading unit .
